Pious folk, so charitable that 
they would speak kindly of the 
devil himself, have been accus- 
tomed to praise Nicodemus (after 
whom many night-prowling cats 
have been named!) because he 
sought out the new Teacher of 
his day, and spoke politely to Him. 


As a matter of record, this man 
Nicodemus' storv la told 


exclaimed "How can these things 
be?" 


With gentle sarcasm, Jesus re- 


plied "Art thou the teacher of Is- 
rael, and understandest not these 
things?" Thereupon He went on 
to say that there were yet more 
advanced "heavenly things" out- 
side the range of His learned 
visitor's comprehension. 
Then, with a tremendous thrust 
that put the issue of the evening 
up to Nicodemus, Jesus 
made 
clear pronouncement of His own 
character and mission as the Mes- 
siah: "As Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so 


. must the Son of man be lifted up; 
I that whosover believeth In Htm 
iand "2* as»i.an .exa.mPIe' I may have eternal life. For God so 
10nST 
a.fter *he death of loved the world that He gave his

Nicodemus, John 
gives us the 
key to his character: he "loved 
the praise of men, more than the 
praise of 
God." 
(John 
12:43. 
Once, in the Sanhedrln's session, 
when Jesus was under discussion 
Nicodemus piped up timorously 
with the question—a safe enough 
generalization—"Doth 
our 
law 
judge a man, except it first hear 
from himself and know what he 
4oeth?" But he shut up like a 
clam when the reply was shot at 
him, "Art-thou also of Galilee?" 
Poor Nicodemus; he was as mod- 
ern as the latest society dame in 
his slavery to "what they say." 


The Terror of the Timid. 


Nicodemus' picture is painted, 
Rembrandt 
fashion, with heavy 
shadows for background. He is 
Immortally 
remembered as 
the 


man who came to Jesus by night. 
He was afraid of the prying eyes 
of daylight. 
So sensitive was he 
to his position in society, and so 
fearful of Impairing it, that he did 
not dare stand up in the presence 
of his fellow men, and question 
this new rabbi, Jesus. For Nicode- 
mus was wealthy, a scholar and a 
member of the Sanhedrin. Like all 
timid souls, he "had to consider 
his position." 
There are other hells for sinful 
souls; but one of the worst is to 
know the right and yet to be 
a£*aid to espouse it; to have seen 
tHeUlght, yet from lack of courage 
to faN>to follow it. Dull and cal- 
lous spirits, like conventional poli- 
ticians, may go on compromising 
to the end of their lives, and 
thereby merely be true to their 
own miserable characters. But for 
a really fine spirit, a scholar and 
a gentleman, to compromise his 
convictions is nothing less than 
torture. 
The unhappiest man in 
Jerusalem that night, after his con- 
ference with Jesus, was proud and 
aristocratic Nicodemus. 
He had 
learned Indubitably the profound- 
est truth of eternity—yet he lack- 
ed the simple manhood to follow 
it and to proclaim it. "For he lov- 
ed the praise of men, more than 
the praise of God." 
A Gentleman—Minus Courage. 
After reading this vivid bit of 
writing by the aged John, can 
not see the skulking Pharisee,

through the narrow streets 
of-old Jerusalem, a servant carry- 
ing .a lantern for his feet, and 
with his own cloak covering his 
face, fearful at every step lest 
he be recognized 
The terrors of 
the timid are like the doom of 
the damned. 
What was best in 
Nicodemus thrust him forth to 
seek this interview; what was

Dazzling Light; Darkness. 
As we read this story, we are 
overwhelmed by the thought that 
to this night-prowling aristocrat, 
this timid conserver of his own 
reputation and dignity, this proud 
Pharisee who would not be seen 
In His presence by daylight, Je- 
sus expounded in its greatest full- 
ness the Gospel of life. Hot from 
the gentle lips of the Messiah 
Himself, Nicodemus 
heard 
the 
words that have meant salvation 
to millions since. Privileged above 
all mortals, the seeking scholar 
went forth into the night, con- 
vinced, yet afraid to avow his 
convictions. 
And the night that surrounded 


him as he fared forth into tha 
city's unlighted streets, was not 
half so black as the darkness 
which raged tumultuously in his 
own soul. 
What a message is 
this for all scholars, all inquirers 
after truth, concerning the par- 
amountcy of plain, downright, sim- 
ple honesty and courage of soul. 
Blame Nicodemus If you will; but 
do not forget to .pity him also, 
as a man who had seen dazzling 
light and still cowered in the 
darknes of fear.
